While the examiner concedes that Lieberman does not teach having a label that is 'provided on the product item* the examiner also notes 
that this limitation is provided in the preamble, and for the most part does not therefore gain patentable weight. As for definitions of label, 
the examiner notes that not all definitions require the paper to be affixed to the product. For example, Websters uses the term 
'accompanying an article' and in a certain sense, the competition form 'accompanies' the product at least temporarily: a customer with the 
competition form would seek out the product in question and for a time the product and the competition form would be together. 
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
